Council introduces fines for 
those not paying correct tax 


SOUTH Somerset District Council will 
hand out fines for anyone they find has 
not reported changes that could affect 
their council tax or housing benefits. 

The district council recently approved the in¬ 
troduction of Council Tax Penalties and Civil 
Penalties in Housing Benefit for residents. 

The penalties have been in place since April 
1st, and the district council is warning resi¬ 
dents to make sure their affairs are in order to 
avoid fines. 

Not reporting a change that can affect any 
type of reduction in council tax will now result 
in a penalty of £70 being issued. A penalty of £50 
will be issued if you do not report a change that 
affects your Housing Benefit entitlement. 

To avoid a penalty, you must report your 
changes in circumstances within one month of 
the change happening to avoid a penalty. 

The council is urging residents not to rely on 
someone else to pass on the information, not 
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even the Job Centre, Pension Service or your 
landlord. 

The council is giving anyone who has not al¬ 
ready reported a past change affecting their en¬ 
titlement the chance to do so up until May 1st 
this year, without a £70 or £50 penalty being is¬ 
sued. 

A relevant change could be another adult 
moving in to a property, or an increase in 
household income. These are only examples 
and more information is available online at 
www.southsomerset.gov.uk/penalties. 

If you are unsure if you are still entitled to a 
council tax discount or housing benefit, call the 
on 01935 462462 to check. 

A spokesman for South Somerset District 
Council said: “Recipients of a council tax dis¬ 
count (e.g. single person discount) or exemp¬ 
tion, council tax support and housing benefit 
have a legal duty to tell the council about a 
change in their circumstances that reduces the 
level of discount or benefit. 

“Any reduction that a council tax payer con¬ 
tinues to receive but is not entitled to is lost in¬ 


come to South Somerset District Council, Som¬ 
erset County Council, Avon and Somerset Po¬ 
lice, Devon and Somerset Fire and Rescue 
Authorities and Parish Councils. This either 
means everyone pays more in council tax or 
there is less money for vital local services.” 

The council has a compliance programme 
which is successful in finding unreported 
changes but often they happened some time 
ago. This leads to a large backdated bill or in¬ 
voice being issued which the individual then 
struggles to pay. 

Council tax penalties will normally be added 
to the council tax account and a new bill issued. 
Housing benefit penalties will normally be col¬ 
lected from on-going benefit or through an in¬ 
voice. 

The council say that introducing penalties is 
designed to encourage the swift reporting of 
changes in circumstances which will benefit 
the individual as well as the wider tax payer.

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Be prepared! Doctors’ advice 
ahead of the Easter break 


DOCTORS in Devon and Somerset are urging 
residents to consider their options over the 
coming Easter Weekend, as most surgeries will 
be closed over the holiday. 

Most GP surgeries will be closed from Good 
Friday (April 14th) until Tuesday, April 18th. 

But there is still a wide range of different NHS 
services available which provide fast and effec¬ 
tive advice and treatment. 

Dr Simon Kerr, a GP in Ottery St Mary and 
chairman of the Northern locality NHS NEW 
Devon CCG said: “Getting out and about and 
catching up with jobs in the house and garden 
over the Easter break are what lots of us enjoy. 

“But accidents happen and it makes sense to 
plan ahead, so if we need treatment or advice 
when the GP surgery is closed, we know where 
to go. 

“If it’s a life-threatening emergency, dial 999 
or go to A&E. But A&E is for the most serious 
cases, and we need the doctors there to be free 
to deal with those. 

“Request your repeat prescription in plenty of 
time - Tuesday (today) is the final date to put 
your order in at most surgeries. And have a 
look through your medicine cabinet to make 
sure you have the basics to deal with minor ail¬ 
ments.” 

Dr Ed Ford, Somerset Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group’s chairman, said: “Remember, you 
can help yourself and the NHS when you get the 
right treatment for your level of illness or in¬ 
jury. 
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“If you only have a minor illness or ailments 
then visit your local pharmacist. They can help 
with expert advice and over-the-counter reme¬ 
dies. 

“If you need urgent medical advice but it is 
not a life threatening emergency, then tele¬ 
phone NHS 111. Their call handlers can tell you 
anything from where to find an emergency den¬ 
tist to getting you an out-of-hours doctor.”

Devon Tories go 
against own policy 
on schools’ funding 

DEVON Conservatives have launched a petition 
against their own Government, calling on them 
to properly fund the county's schools. 

East Devon MP Hugo Swire has signed the pe¬ 
tition and has been vocal in his opposition of 
cuts that are being proposed across schools in 
the area. 

The petition reads: "Each pupil in Devon re¬ 
ceived £290 less than the national average. Con¬ 
servatives in Devon believe this is not right. 

"The current/recent Government consultation 
is flawed and does not improve the situation. 

"We therefore call on Government to increase 
the funding for the young people of Devon. 

"We would ask you to support our petition for 
increased funding for the young people of 
Devon."

Schools across East Devon are set to see mas¬ 
sive reductions in funding, after the Government 
launched their Fairer Funding Formula. 

Honiton Community College Principal Glenn 
Smith described the cuts as "destroying our chil¬ 
dren's future," adding that the Government was 
"decimating our education system". 

Schools from across East Devon have spoken 
out against the cuts, as a majority will be affected 
by the new Government initiative. 
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Extra money for 
South West roads 

DEVON and Somerset county councils will be 
able to bid for a share of £490 million of govern¬ 
ment funding to improve their roads. 

The funding, which will be for schemes across 
England from 2018 to 2020, is designed to tackle 
congestion and provide upgrades to local roads 
to improve journey times. 

Bids are encouraged for a wide variety of 
schemes which will cut congestion, including 
making use of technology and by opening up 
the data held by local councils. 

The pot of money is from the National Produc¬ 
tivity Investment Fund, which is providing 
£1.3billion to enhance transport links to boost 
growth. 

Transport Minister Andrew Jones said: “We 
are investing record amounts on our roads - 
spending more than £23billion on providing 
better journeys for motorists. 

“We are also committing a further £1.3billion 
up to 2020 to cut congestion and provide impor¬ 
tant upgrades to ensure our roads are fit for the 
future. 

“This money will allow councils to go even 
further to improve their roads and will be tar¬ 
geted at areas which need it most, providing a 
significant boost to the UK’s economy.” 

Highways England is also spending £220mil- 
lion on congestion relief schemes at identified 
traffic hotspots; this is providing £32million for 
pinch point projects in the South West. 
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Arada launches new stoves that meet European Union

STOVE manufactur¬ 
er Arada has laun¬ 
ched its new ‘Ecode¬ 
sign Ready’ range - 
with a pledge to sup¬ 
port plans to improve 
air quality in the UK.

Meeting these stan¬ 
dards is crucial to 
continue selling to 
other EU countries 
after the UK has left 
the union; which it is 
anticipated it will 
have done by the time 
the legislation comes 
into force. 

However, UK manu¬ 
facturers have work¬ 
ed together and fund¬ 
ed extra research, 


testing and technol¬ 
ogy to ensure their 
products meet the 
new laws way ahead 
of schedule. 

The new Farring- 
don range of stoves 
was launched last Fri¬ 
day, which represe¬ 
nts this new era of 
low emissions stoves. 

The range is de¬ 
scribed as “one of the 
cleanest burning 
stoves available on 
the UK market,” and 


will reach retailer 
showrooms this sum¬ 
mer.

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EDF Energy says good progress 
being made at Hinkley Point site 


EDF Energy has given 
an update on the 
progress being made 
at the new Hinkley 
Point C nuclear power 
station in Somerset. 

Six months after 
contracts were signed 
for Hinkley Point C 
(HPC), EDF Energy 
has set out the 
progress made at the 
site. 

This includes confir¬ 
mation that concrete 
has been poured for 
the power station gal¬ 
leries. The galleries 
are a network of con¬ 
nected tunnels which 
will carry cabling and 



pipes. They will be some of the first permanent 
structures on the site. 

The concrete pour was described as a great 
achievement for the project team and followed 
the first consent for construction granted by 
the independent regulator, the Office for Nu¬ 
clear Regulation. 

EDF Energy is committed to delivering HPC 
to the highest standards of safety and quality 
while working continuously to learn and im¬ 
prove as the project moves forward. 

Construction of the building for the first reac¬ 
tor at HPC is scheduled to start in 2019 when 
concrete will be poured for the first time to 
make the reactor platform. 

EDF Energy has also released new images 
and video showing the scale of construction 
which now involves 1,600 workers on site every 
day (pictured above). 

Three million tonnes of concrete and 230,000 
tonnes of steel reinforcement will be used in 
construction, with 64 per cent of the contract 
values being spent in the UK. The steel rein¬ 
forcement is being supplied by Express Rein¬ 
forcements from South Wales. 

Other progress includes: 

• Start of construction of a 500m temporary 
jetty in the Bristol Channel allowing 80 per cent 
of the aggregate to be brought in by sea rather 
than by road. Two pile-driving machines are 
drilling holes in the bedrock and have so far in¬ 
stalled 18 piles. The jetty is due for completion 
in 2018. Every shipload of materials will take 
the equivalent of 250 lorry-loads off the local 
roads. 

• Construction of a store which can contain 
57,000 tonnes of aggregate. Work will soon 
begin on the conveyor systems to carry the ag¬ 
gregate around the site. 


• Excavation of three million cubic metres of 
soil and rock to prepare the ground for the 
power station buildings. Almost six million 
cubic metres will be excavated in total. 

• Construction of the first two tower cranes. 
The larger of the two cranes is 40 metres high 
with a 60m jib and has a lifting capacity of 16 
tonnes. More than 50 tower cranes will be on 
site once building work reaches its peak. 

• Work to build 15 on-site accommodation 
buildings for more than 500 workers has begun. 
Manufacturing of the first of the 510 units is un¬ 
derway at Caledonian Modular in Newark, Not¬ 
tinghamshire. The company has doubled its 
workforce to complete the order. 

• Good progress is being made on the sea wall 
which will provide a barrier between the power 
station and the coastline. Construction teams 
will need to excavate 165,000m3 of material in 
order to build it. 

• A spray batching plant has been built to pro¬ 
duce a finer quality of concrete which will be 
sprayed to secure slopes at the site. 

Hinkley Point C project director, Philippe 
Bordarier said: “Pouring the concrete for the 
first permanent structure of HPC is a signifi¬ 
cant milestone. 

“It is the outcome of many years of prepara¬ 
tion and hard work from all our teams and sup¬ 
ply chain across the UK and France. It 
demonstrates our ability to undertake the seri¬ 
ous responsibility of nuclear power plant con¬ 
struction. 

“Whilst we reflect on this great achievement 
we will continue to look for opportunities to im¬ 
prove, learn and teach others, embracing the 
values of the HPC project.”

SOMERSET residents are being urged to have 
their say on plans to upgrade the A358 between 
Ilminster and Taunton. 

Highways England has announced the launch 
of a public consultation on proposals to im¬ 
prove the route from the Southfields round¬ 
about to the M5 at Taunton. 

A spokesperson for Somerset County Council 
said: “The A358 is one of our busiest A roads 
and is used by thousands of vehicles every day. 

“These proposals to dual the road will be of 
huge interest to local people and we urge every¬ 
one to take part in the consultation and have 
your say before it ends. 

“Somerset County Council will consider the 
proposals carefully and respond to the consul¬ 
tation to ensure that the scheme delivers the de¬ 
sired congestion, economic and safety benefits 
for Somerset and the South West.” 

Information about the scheme and feedback 
questionnaires (with Freepost envelopes) are 
available in Ilminster, Taunton, Martock and 
South Petherton libraries as well as the main 
reception at County Hall, Taunton.

Emma Hartley, head of campaigns at the Elec¬ 
toral Commission, added: “Our research shows 
that nearly a third of people think that if you 
are old enough to vote then you are automati¬ 
cally registered, but in fact everyone must reg¬ 
ister themselves. Registering to vote is easy to 
do online and means that you can take part in 
these important elections; so make sure you are 
registered to vote by the deadline.”

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Closure order on Yeovil property 
following anti-social behaviour 


A CLOSURE Order was granted for a property 
in Yeovil on Friday, March 31st following re¬ 
peated incidents of anti-social behaviour, drug 
offences, prolonged disorder and violence. 

Yeovil Magistrates’ Court granted the order, 
which lasts for three months, on 158 St 
Michael’s Avenue. The order means that any¬ 
one either in or entering the property during 
that time can be arrested. 

The property, which is privately owned, and 
outbuildings will be boarded up immediately. 
The occupant/owner must leave and cannot re¬ 
turn for three months. 

Anti-social behaviour co-ordinator, Kate 
Rollinson, said: “The closure order is good 
news for the local community as this property 
has been a problem for several years. 

“We have tried to work with owner/occupant 
but to no avail and his behaviour was having a 
hugely negative impact on surrounding neigh¬ 
bours and the wider community. 


“We won’t tolerate ongoing anti-social be¬ 
haviour, violence and drug dealing. Nobody 
wants to live near that. 

“I would like to thank our legal team from Po¬ 
lice HQ, who have assisted in the application. 
It will make a huge difference to the local com¬ 
munity and hopefully send out a strong mes¬ 
sage that we won’t tolerate this kind of 
behaviour. We will take action against it. 

“I would also like to thank the local commu¬ 
nity for working with us to help solve this prob¬ 
lem.”

Former creamery to be converted into flats 


PLANS to turn a former creamery building in 
Yeovil into 85 flats have been given the go- 
ahead by South Somerset District Council. 

Acorn Development SW Ltd. has been 
awarded planning permission for the change of 
use, conversion and extension of an old cream¬ 
ery building to form 85 flats, provide parking 
and retain 14 existing flats at the site in Newton 
Road. 

The site comprises the former Western Coun¬ 
ties Creamery operated by Aplin and Barrett 
Ltd. where dairy products were manufactured 
under the St Ivel brand. 

In 1960 the company was bought by the Uni¬ 
gate Group, which closed the Yeovil premises 
in 1976, transferring many of the staff to other 
branches, particularly Westbury in Wiltshire. 

Part of the site was demolished to make way 
for the Ivel Court residential development of 
flats constructed in the early 1980s. 


The remaining building - which was built in 
1931-32 - has been used for various uses since 
the creamery ceased operations including a 
warehouse, gym, studio, hair and beauty salon, 
creche and laser tag activity. 

Back in 2001 permission was granted for 14 
flats to be created on the third and fourth 
floors, while approval was given in 2006 for 83 
flats, but was not implemented. 

The latest application - which was granted 
permission by the council on Friday, March 
31st - is to retain the existing ten one-bed and 
four two-bed flats and build 85 extra flats. 

Eighty flats would be one-bed and five two- 
bed along with a five-storey building extension 
at the rear of the site and roof-top extensions. 

There would also be 35 car parking spaces, 99 
cycle spaces, 20 motorcycle spaces, one dis¬ 
abled space and one electric vehicle charging 
point.

In addition to providing ongoing sup¬ 
port for their young clients, Kerry pro¬ 
cesses referrals, creates workshops and 
delivers them in schools across Devon 
and Somerset. 

She is committed to raising awareness 
and eliminating the stigma surrounding 
mental health issues. 

ARE screens stunting our development? 

During a tidying session last week, I 
came across some old journals from my 
school days. Wanting to do anything but 
finish my spring clean, I made the ill ad¬ 
vised decision to read them. I'm still re¬ 
covering from the cringing. 

There were pages upon pages of self 
reflection and painstaking analysis of the 
ups and downs of my teenage relation¬ 
ships. 

I wondered, in the current age of social 
media and mobile phones, would I still 
have made time to process my thoughts 
and feelings in this way? 

The incredible technology of mobile 
phones, tablets and the virtual world 


they contain have received some nega¬ 
tive press in recent years - from 
the damaging of our brains to our 
driving abilities - and now experts are 
coming to some fairly definitive conclu¬ 
sions around their effect on our mental 
health. 

In a recent viral video regarding 'mil- 
lennials' (people born after 1984), Simon 
Sinek spoke about the dangers of tech¬ 
nology addiction and how they are 
stunting our personal relationships and 
self development. 

When we get a text or notification it 
triggers a release of the happy chemical 
dopamine. 

This is the same, highly addictive, 
chemical that appears in our brain when 
taking cocaine, alcohol and nicotine - 
not to mention, gambling or gaming. 

This little dose of happiness can serve 
as a boost to us when we feel anxious or 
uncomfortable. 

If you are in public, take a look at the 
people around you. I would hazard a 
guess that a large percentage are 
currently exercising their 'scrolling 
thumbs'. 

So often I am approached by parents 
for advice on how they can get their son 
or daughter to put down their 'screens' 
and embark on some real life, human in¬ 
teraction. 

This is a tricky question to answer be¬ 
cause I can see why the screen takes 
preference over the complicated nu¬ 
ances of human communication. It's 
hard work! 

Especially when you are only just be¬ 
ginning the process of getting to know 


yourself. 

If you also add that that the adolescent 
brain is highly sensitive to the effects of 
dopamine, you have the perfect condi¬ 
tions for a compulsive habit that can ex¬ 
tend far into adult life. 

It does seem odd that we have a very 
fixed view of age limits for other highly 
addictive substances, but babies as 
young as two are already able to use an 
iPad. 

This information just doesn't seem to 
be communicated to parents, so how 
could they be expected to know any dif¬ 
ferent? It requires a societal shift in 
thinking. 

I have heard some say that technology 
should be taken away from children and 
young people until they are an adult. 

This feels unrealistic to me and means 
that they won't have the opportunity to 
benefit from all of the educational ele¬ 
ments it provides. Plus, it's really fun! 

As with most things, experts suggest 
that the key to a harmonious relationship 
with our tech is balance. 

Whether it is limiting screen time, ban¬ 
ning phones from the dinner table or the 
'No Tech November' they enforce on the 
children of a community in North Car¬ 
olina - there are things we can all do to 
protect ourselves from the effects of 
technology addiction. 

Thinking back to my journals, I wonder 
if it is any coincidence that I stopped 
writing in them at the same age as I had 
my first mobile phone? 

Perhaps there would have been even 
more skin-crawlingly awkward pages of 
teenage angst to read...

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Children enthuse about engineering week 


GREEFYLDE First School in Ilminster held an 
engineering week to promote the STEM sub¬ 
jects of science, technology, engineering and 
mathematics. 

The aim was to enable all children across the 
whole school to become familiar with engineer¬ 
ing skills and have a chance to show greater 
depth in mathematics through a cross-curricu¬ 
lar problem-solving approach. 

The school made links with many local engi¬ 
neers and engineering companies, which were 
very willing to share their expertise and work 
with the children. These included Boeing, 
Gooch and Housego, Rolls Royce, Yeovil Col¬ 
lege Engineering department, P&O cruises and 
Daido to name a few. 

Each year group enjoyed at least one experi¬ 
ence with an outside group throughout the 
week. Children in Early Years worked with 
Year 12 STEM ambassadors from Wadham 
School in Crewkerne to engineer strong 
bridges out of any materials that they thought 
fit. 

Key Stage 1 children worked with Richard 
Godden from Playart to create model suspen¬ 
sion bridges in teams of four, based on Brunei’s 
Clifton Suspension Bridge, while Year 2 chil¬ 
dren had a visit from Peter Mackay of Gooch 
and Housego to discuss the engineering design 
process and help them to design their own 
ideas in order to enter the Primary Engineer 
Leaders Award competition. 

Children in Year 3 had a talk by Peter Watts 
from Rolls Royce and, later in the week, took 
part in an engineering activity morning led by 
lecturers from Yeovil College Engineering De¬ 
partment. 

Year 4 children had a very busy week includ¬ 
ing a talk and interview with engineers from 
Boeing, and a packed activity afternoon to dis¬ 
cover more about aerospace engineering. They 
also had a session with Julia Briggs, Somerset 
Computing Advisor, to make and programme 
Crumblebots. 

Several children were chosen to visit Daido, 


a local engineering firm, to tour the factory and 
get some hands-on experiences, and finally, all 
classes took part in exhibiting their work and 
activities in a engineering exhibition for par¬ 
ents and friends in the school hall on Friday af¬ 
ternoon. 

As well as these organised activities, through¬ 
out the week each class conducted their own 
engineering projects which put into practice 
their problem-solving and teamwork skills in 
many different ways. 

Key Stage 2 made pneumatic moving monster 
models and Year 2 children investigated the 
work of Isambard Kingdom Brunei and solved 
problems to create railway tunnels and model 
boats. 

Year 1 children took part in the ‘Egg Drop 
Challenge’, in which they had to find a way to 
drop an egg with a parachute without it break¬ 
ing, as well as activities such as finding a way 
of getting their teacher across the playground 
without their feet touching the ground. 

Children in Early Years took part in many 
different engineering activities, including de¬ 
signing and creating boats that could float and 
ways to get water from one zone to another. 

All children entered the Primary Engineering 
Leaders Award competition, which included 
sending in a labelled design and covering letter 
to persuade the judges to choose their inven¬ 
tion. 

Pupils were extremely enthusiastic about 
their work throughout this week and many 
parents reported that the children were hap¬ 
pily talking about what they had been learning 
to them at home. There have since been numer¬ 
ous examples of children applying their math¬ 
ematics and problem-solving skills to their 
work and, overall, the event was deemed a 
great success.

Award have been recognised for their 
fundraising activities, for volunteer¬ 
ing, for litter picking, for working with 
young people and for instigating an an¬ 
nual town event.

P ECORAMA - home to the Beer Heights 
Light Railway - attracts more than 80,000 
visitors every year, but many won’t re¬ 
alise that the manufacturing business PECO, 
always busy behind the scenes, is really where 
it all began. 

PECO began trading in 1946 when many 
young men were looking to start a new career 
in the difficult days of post-war Britain. Among 
them was Sydney Pritchard, whose innovative 
thinking and life-long passion for model trains 
set his new company on the right track. 

It all started when Sydney was inspired to 
create a new design for an impractical coupling 
device for the new Hornby OO railway system. 
After trying several prototypes, he found a so¬ 
lution and arranged for a patent. Meccano of 
Liverpool agreed to use the coupling device for 
its 00 model railway locomotives, offering a 
royalty of a farthing for each sold, which was 
enough to get the Pritchard Patent Product 
Company off the ground, later being nick¬ 
named the P Company and eventually PECO, 
as it is known today - 71 years later. 

With a particular interest in train track, in¬ 
spired by a childhood spent studying the rail¬ 
way lines surrounding his home in London, 
Sydney got to work creating a variety of new 
products and building up relationships with 
traders. Today, PECO has developed more than 
1,000 products and proudly considers itself to 
be the world’s leading manufacturer of model 
railway track, offering its range in about 400 
model railway shops across the country and ex¬ 
porting to 34 countries around the world. Per¬ 
haps not quite what you’d expect to find set 
high on the hill above the quiet East Devon vil¬ 
lage of Beer. 

It was actually in Branscombe where the 
business was first based, but it later moved to 
Seaton and by the late 1960s, with restricted 
space, the company took on its current site in 
Beer to construct a purpose-built factory, 
which opened over Easter 1971, and in 1973 the 
offices followed suit. 

The new offices were designed to incorporate 
an exhibition of model railways, to inspire en¬ 
thusiasts to pursue their hobby at home no 
matter what space they had available. It was 
hugely popular and it soon became apparent 



that PECO could also make a name for itself in 
the tourist industry. 

A year later, Pecorama was born, with the 7 
y 4 ” gauge Beer Heights Light Railway opened 
by the creator of Thomas the Tank Engine, the 
Reverend Wilbert Awdry. Having started as a 
short line, the track now runs a mile through 
tunnels and around the Pecorama grounds - 
which also include gardens, play areas, mini 
golf, an outdoor stage and restaurants - and of 
course still commands the same stunning 
views across Lyme Bay. 

It was during the exciting times of the early 
1970s that Sydney’s son Michael joined the 
company, and so started a family dynasty 
which has continued to this day. Michael 
moved up the ranks eventually taking over as 
managing director and has recently taken a 
step back to become chairman of the company. 
His nephew Ben Arnold is now taking the busi¬ 
ness into the next generation, while still retain¬ 
ing its charm and the values first instilled by 
Sydney in the 1940s. 

Taking after his grandfather, Ben has always 
had an interest in engineering and joined 
PECO in 2003 having studied automotive engi¬ 
neering. He learnt the production process and 
worked in the design office, eventually becom¬ 
ing manager of the engineering department, 
production manager, engineering director and, 
finally, managing director 18 months ago. 

He says being able to see PECO’s products 
through the entire production process, rather 
than just playing a small part, is what he en¬ 
joys most about the job, adding: “Even if it was 
not the family business, it’s the kind of place I 
would want to work at.” 

It seems his sentiments are shared by many, 
with staff at PECO often remaining loyal to the 
company for many years, some for their entire 
careers. 

“Always different, always the same” - that’s 
how they describe PECO, a traditional, family- 
run company but one that’s always looking to 
the future.

5 Strange Easter Food Traditions 
From Around the World

EASTER involves some weird and fun foods, 
and some global ones might surprise you. 

Whether it's a ham dinner. Peeps, or Cad¬ 
bury Creme Eggs, everyone has certain 
foods he or she thinks of when it comes to 
Easter — even those folks who don't cele¬ 
brate the religious holiday. However, this is 
a very ethnocentric view of Easter eats, so 
in the spirit of multiculturalism, it's time for 
a lesson on the holiday's traditions around 
the world. 

Here are five examples from around the 
world that deserve to be in the running: 

Butter Lamb: In Poland and parts of Rus¬ 
sia, it's traditional to have a butter lamb as 
the centerpiece of Easter dinner. No, this 
isn't some type of butter-heavy way to cook 
lamb, but instead a giant hunk of butter 
that has been sculpted into the shape of a 
lamb. The lamb represents the beginning 
of spring, and the butter represents an easy 
way to give yourself a holiday heart attack 
— or something like that. 

Chocolate Bilbies: Remember that clas¬ 
sic episode of The Simpsons where the 
family visits Australia and Bart leaves be¬ 
hind a bullfrog that destroys their ecosys¬ 
tem by excessively breeding and eating all 
of the country's crops? That's pretty much 
how Australians actually feel about rabbits. 
Instead of celebrating Easter with bunny 
symbolism, they use a bilby, which is a 
small marsupial with large ears and a long, 
pointed nose. The animal is now endan¬ 
gered (thanks in part to those wascally 
wabbits), and has been subsequently incor¬ 
porated heavily into Easter traditions — in-

eluding the eating of chocolate bilbies in¬ 
stead of bunnies. Doesn't make too much 
of a difference in the end though; once you 
bite the head off, it's all the same. 

Easter Bread: Poland is back with another 
funky Easter tradition. However, it doesn't 
have to do with the actual food itself, but 
rather its preparation. In Poland, men don't 
help prepare the customary Easter bread 
because an old wives tale says if any dough 
gets in their mustaches, they will turn grey 
or the bread won't rise. Of course, clean¬ 
shaven men are probably safe, but we'd 
wager that an awful lot of Polish men mys¬ 
teriously start growing facial hair every 
March. 

Lamb's Stomach Soup: In Greece, when 
people are hungry after Easter Sunday 
mass, they return home to fill their stom¬ 
achs with... another stomach. Lamb stom¬ 
ach, to be precise. Also known as patsas or 
tripe soup, the dish is often seasoned with 
red wine vinegar and garlic, or thickened 
with avgolemono (egg-lemon sauce). In¬ 
dulge too much on Easter wine? Patsas is 
also supposed to be a great hangover cure. 

Murderous Milk: Sure, milk isn't really a 
food (unless you freeze it into milk cubes 
and crunch away), but we couldn't resist in¬ 
cluding this tidbit. In Norway, it's traditional 
for families to read or watch murder mys¬ 
teries together at Eastertime. Not only do 
TV stations and publishers in Norway coor¬ 
dinate their programming for these activi¬ 
ties, but milk companies actually make 
special cartons with mini murder mysteries 
printed on them. This is par for the course 
in Norway, but to people in America it 
might look a bit twisted, as photos of miss¬ 
ing children used to be put on the sides of 
milk containers.

Millicent is playing Betty, a 
singer and dancer, who 
along with her best friend 
Bessie (Joan Collins) formed 
part of an entertainment 
troop in wartime London. 

Although the pair have met 
on many occasions, this is 
the first time Millicent has 
worked with 'Dame Joan' - 
as she refers to her - and 
tells me about the film: "Ba¬ 
sically it's about two women 
who were music hall ladies; 
they sang and danced as a 
couple. 

"During the war they sepa¬ 
rated and I had to go back to 


my home because my hus¬ 
band had been injured in the 
war. 

"Due to the chaos in Lon¬ 
don we lose each other. 
Many years later, I'm in hos¬ 
pital for a check-up and I 
start to talk to my grand¬ 
daughter about the old 
days." 

The story takes audiences 
on a journey, which starts in 
London during the Second 
World War. 

It was a time when forces 
from all over the world were 
in the city and the old time 
music hall was the main 
source of entertainment. 

The tale is brought right up 
to the modern day and Milli¬ 
cent tells me: "It's lovely be¬ 
cause you will get the 
modern musical style and 
also the old music hall, with 
the lovely theatres which 
were in London during war 
time." 

Last month a plea went out 
from the Mad Dog produc¬ 
tion company who were 
looking for 500 extras from 
the local area to help with 


the filming. 

They were initially particu¬ 
larly interested in finding 
women over 65 who were 
able to sing to be in the 
background. 

But it wasn't just the more 
mature talent from the lo¬ 
cale they eventually used, 
however, and local stage 
regular Josie Cable, 23, will 
see her name on the credits 
as she spent two days shoot¬ 
ing in Beer. 

Josie was chosen from 
hundreds of hopefuls and 
taken to Fore Street in Beer 
to take part in a scene with 
Helen Baxendale. 

Popular boutique Cinder¬ 
ella's was used as a location 
and Josie said: "My role was 
as an extra, or background 
filler, so I did various things 
like going in and out of the 
shop and talking to people 
on the street." 

Josie spent the lunchtime 
with Helen Baxendale - star 
of Cold Feet and Friends - 
and the small group of ac¬ 
tors who had been chosen 
from around the area. 


Josie told me: "She [Helen 
Baxendale] was very down 
to earth and just came in to 
have lunch with us and was 


just part of the team." 

Filming is continuing in 
Ealing and the release date 
is yet to be confirmed.

ON THE SHOWBIZ BEAT 

The struggle 
with objectivity 
as a theatre critic 


IT’S VERY easy in this 
job to get caught up in the 
excitement of a glam¬ 
orous West End press 
night. We are given free 
tickets, free booze and 
are often surrounded by 
celebrities, but is that re¬ 
ally the best way to be ob¬ 
jective about the show 
you're critiquing? 

Don’t get me wrong, 
walking on a red carpet 
can have its attractions, 
but after the first few 
times, you begin to re¬ 
alise you can get a much 
more rounded view of 
show if you visit on an¬ 
other night. 


I used to be mortified if 
I didn’t make it onto the 
A-list and had to see a 
show on a different night, 
but now I actually prefer 
it. You’re more likely to 
get two tickets, so you 
can take a friend, you 
don’t have to dress up, so 
are more able to sit com¬ 
fortably, and there’s no 
pressure to post your re¬ 
view at the same time as 
everyone else. 

I also think it's much 
easier to focus on the 
show you are watching 
rather than being swept 
up in the showbiz ma¬ 
chine, with the peer pres¬ 


sure of being amongst 
other critics and the feel¬ 
ing you should somehow 
take their ideas into con¬ 
sideration. 

With this in mind, I 
watched the new revival 
of 42nd Street this week- 
the day after press night- 
and I thought it was 
fairly bland. I was there¬ 
fore surprised by many of 
the critic’s reviews and 
can’t help but wonder if 
they had been whipped 
into frenzy by seeing a 
member of the Royal 
Family (The Duchess of 
Cambridge was in atten¬ 
dance) and their opinions

were perhaps affected by 
the occasion. 

A lot of money has been 
thrown at the production 
to make up for its distinct 
lack of real substance and 
for me the phrase “You 
can’t polish a turd, but 
you can roll it in glitter” 
perfectly applies. 

I must quickly state that 
I’m hugely grateful for 
every ticket I get and I'm 
fully aware there are 
thousands of people who 
would give their eyeteeth 
to be given the opportu¬ 
nity to see West End 
shows for free. 

We are over a barrel 
however. Us minnows 
need to see the big shows 
in order to encourage 
traffic to our publica¬ 
tions, so we are often left 
in a quandary. If we are 
negative about a produc¬ 
tion, we may not be in¬ 
vited to the next one and 
yet if we are not honest, 
we can never hope for 
any credibility from our 
readers. 


I also worry that if the 
piece of theatre is of a 
more intellectual nature, 
my obvious lack of educa¬ 
tion might mean my re¬ 
view could be viewed as 
invalid. 

It's hard not to be influ¬ 
enced by other more es¬ 
tablished critics and to 
instead remain steadfast 
in your own opinions, 
but I feel with my writ¬ 
ing, that I’m representing 
a niche of theatre fans; 
ordinary people, who 
make up a large propor¬ 
tion of the theatre view¬ 
ing public. 

Next week, I’m off to an¬ 
other big budget perform¬ 


ance as I head to the Lon¬ 
don Coliseum to see one 
of my all time favourite 
musicals, Carousel, which 
stars Katherine Jenkins 
and Alfie Boe. 

I’m then very excited to 
be going to an intimate 
performance by multi 
Tony Award Winner 
Audra McDonald at the 
Leicester Square The¬ 
atre. Audra has recently 
appeared in the film ver¬ 
sion of Beauty and the 
Beast and will reprise the 
role of Billie Holiday 
later this year in the West 
End production of Lady 
Day at Emerson’s Bar 
and Grill.
